The 
peasants in the country, and the workers in the towns, were 
always ready to take up arms against those who were born on 
the other side of some arbitrary geographical line. 

They were always willing to rush to glory and the grave 
in defense of institutions in which they could have no possible 
interest except to OVERTHROW and destroy them. 


Progressive workingmen of other enlightened countries of 
Europe—especially Germany. Holland. Belgium, Denmark, Italy, 
Austria and England, vrere soon of the same opinion, and they 
formed greet political parties—Social-Democratic parties. 

And they also formed GREAT UNIONS in every civilised 
nation to protect themselvea against the aggressions of their 
former unrestrained masters. Trade unions were first organised 
in England. However, today Germany leads in trade unionism.

The poor clods who thus, from servile deference to their 
masters, the possessing classes, exposed themselvesj>o suffering 
and death, never for a moment stopped to ask themselves the 
question: Of what concern are all these matters to us? 

Why should we French or English or German commoners 
fight among ourselves, and kill each other about the claims of 
Stuart or,of the Orange; of Bourbon or Bonaparte; of the 
Roman pop* or the Lutheran king? 

Or, why should we. the common people, fight and bleed and 
die for the purpose of censuring markets for the millionaire 
manufacturers, while we cottM use these products to much bet¬ 
ter advantage for ourcelves, and for our wives and children? 


Nor did they step at forming mere trade unions, and buitd- 
ing political parties to wire opon the political power, but they 
also formed co-operative societies for the purpose of production 
and distribution. 

So successful have these workingmen’s political parties be¬ 
come, that in Germany, for instance, the party of the workmen, 
the great Social-Democracy, has polled by Ur the larger* vote 
of any party in Germany. And were the law of Germany the 
same as in the United States, namely, that officers could be 
elected by a plurality of the votes polled, the Socialists of Ger¬ 
many today could probably elect the chief executive of the 
nation, become the masters of the military power, and enforce 
their .just demands above all opposition. 

And the workingmen are almost as successful in Austria 
and in France, and have made tremendous headway in England 
and in the Scandinavian countries. 


Singularly enough, each thoughts for ages never occurred 
to the working people. 

They had always toiled and fought and suffered for matters 
In which they had no real interest. For them it was considered 
dangerous and, sinful and rebellions to think of anything else.

’The rate of your wages is fixed by the same economic laws 
which govern ours. You cannot by the old methods long carry 
on the unequal struggle with labor saving machinery and all- 
powerful combinations of capital without being reduced to a 
condition of direct want. 

“You also must make a supreme effort to seize upon the po¬ 
litical and economic power. You are not hampered, as we are, 
by old customs which restrict the powers of the people. In 
your country the ballot is supreme, and you have no excuse for 
not seising upon power immediately. sin**e you are in the great 
majority." *

The Labor Unions Are As Old As Solomon 


Surprising Discoveries from the Tablets of the Past—Christianity's Origin 

By Frederic Heath, 
i (Written for The Herald.) 

S OMEWHERE about 600 year*! 
before Christs the great Solon, to 
rescue his people from an im¬ 
pending uprising, in a crisis where 
something had to be done, decreed 
fhe so--ailed Solonic laws or Solonie 
dispensation. Nothing short of this 
could have saved Athens and Greece. 

Solon was a very wise and a very 
humane man. and singularly demo¬ 
cratic for those days of conquests and 
government by might and spoliation. 

At one stroke he wiped away all mort¬ 
gages'and freed the people. The stone 
mortgage posts that had been set up 
In the little farms showing the mort¬ 
gage claims, were dug up and thrown 
away. 

He gave all the right to vote, 
though not to hold office. Naturally 
this action of Solon's gave great 
strength to the trade. For surprising 
ss it .*, there were trade unions in 
Solon's day. and they are now known 
to have er.isted from early antiquity. 

It will surprise many union men 
of today to be told that there were 
trade unions among the ancients. Yet 
they existed, and also, they presented 
lessons in labor solidarity it were 
well modern trade unionism might 
learn. Their unionism was for every 
day of the year, including election 
days! 

C. Osborn Ward's remarkable vol¬ 
umes, called "The Ancient Lowly," 
have brought together for the fit-' 
time and preserved some wonderful 
facts about the oppressed masses, the 
human beasts of burden, of ancient 
times. As an employe of the govern¬ 
ment at Washington for years, he had 
great opportunities for research, pick¬ 
ing out from the ajmost interminable 
mass, the particular facts that could 
be made to tell the continuous histoij 
he had set himself to write. To this 
he added two trips to Europe. Asia 
■nd the ancient countries of North 
'Africa, and consulted, at first hand, 
the latest discoveries from out of the 
bosom of antiquity, taking notes and 
copying and deciphering. Mention of 
gll this is here made only as tending 
to show the authenticity of the his 
tory he brings us of our predecessors 
in the age-long struggle of the com¬ 
mon people. The struggle toward the 
great goal that still lies ahead, al¬ 
though now. indeed, very much 
ftiarer. 

It tend* to give the reader some 
idea of the completeness of the an- 
fcient unionism when wc read that 
fix hundred years before the time of 
Christ there were actually unions of 
poor washerwomen. At Athens, equal¬ 
ly far back in the vista of the past, a 
clothes cleaners’ union is also found, 
one doubtless out of many others. 

Indeed, the ancient trade unions 
were many, and most of them also 
•eem to have had the red flag as their 
emblem—Mr Ward calls it "the age¬ 
long flag of labor."

In addition lo stu b aid, if the accident causes 
disability, in whole or in part, the Injured employe i* en¬ 
titled to a money indemnity varying in amount and time 
with the degree of disability and its duration. 

Of the above paragraphs attention Is railed to the wc;ds 
In the first one (but no employe can be forced, to do an 
against his will). This is In compliance with the consiltu- 
tion of the stato and makes the aet voluntary. The same 
guarantee la granted to the workers under the third para¬ 
graph, who. under this paragraph, lias the privilege or serv¬ 
ing notice on the employer that he prefers not to accept the 
compensation provided for in the law. 

It is preferable that this etste of affair* remain until 
state Insurance la provided for by a coni-ituttonal amend¬ 
ment ai Introduced in the iaat suasion of the legislature. 

The general'plan of compensation contemplate* that alt 
employe who I* totally dlsahled shall receive «5 per cent of 
hi* acorafie weekly earnings, and that an employe.who i* 
partially disabled shall receive (W per cent of his wrrkly 
loss In wagef during the period of such disability. Various 
degrees of disability within these limit* are provided for 
with corresponding compensation. The limit of compensa¬ 
tion to a single employe lor a single arrlileut eannot lie mote 
than four times the average annual earning of such employe.

Beginning with the fo«rth section, the law provides ■ 
plan for the compensation of Injured em|doyrs, whlrh.

An Injury may be caused by an accident for whlrh no 
one U responsible, or for which the Injured workman U re¬ 
sponsible. or for whlrh the employer |s responsible, but thr 
compensation must be paid la each case, prodded willfnl 
misconduct wss not the cause of the accident. 

Should a workman intentionally hare a Anger crushed 
in order to get a lay-off on part pay hr would not hr entitled 
to compensation on the gTonnd that tlte Injury was caused 
by willful misconduct.

What the New Compensation Law Is 


Secretary-Treasurer Frederick Brockhausen of the Wisconsin State Federation of Labor Tells 

All About It—All Workingmen Should Read This Carefully 


The Amt section of thr Employers' Liability Law take* 
away the defense of assumption of the rkk from all employ, 
era of labor In WUronaln In personal injury nulta who do 
not elect to pay compensation for Injuries under the plan 
outlined in thr law beginning with the fourth ertlon, except 
that railroad trainmen shall remain subject to the com¬ 
parative ’negligence law by CTiapter SiM of it* 

Laws of 1907 . 

C HE words in the above, “Assumption of the risk,” Is a 
capitalistic Invention and came into existence since 
1837 . It meant that a worker taking a job also took 
with It ell the chancea of getting hurt or killed. Thla de¬ 
fense of the employer Is taken away beginning Sept. 1 , 1 M 1 . 


The defense of the negligence of a fellow servant is like¬ 
wise taken away from the employers who have four or more 
employer* in a common employment, and who do not agree 
to pny the scheduled compensation, with the Exception rela¬ 
tive -to railroad trainmen noted above. 

The above deals with a capitalistic Invention created In 
1842 and known as the “Fellow Servant Rule.” It means to 
the worker that If a fellow worker in any way is to blame 
for an accident or the killing of another fellow the entire 
blame for such accident falls on the workers. This rule 
still stands for the benefit cf employers who employ less 
than four people. For others It does not exist since Sept. 1 , 
19 , 11 . 

It Is further provided In this section that any employer 
in Wisconsin who agrees to pay ronipcnsutioD an provided 
in the law, but whoae employe* refuse to accept the offer, 
shall not lone hln defenses m. against such employes so re¬ 
fusing,’and that suit brought by such employes shall lie gov. 
erned by tlte law as It was previous to tlte passage of this act. 

In so far as employes refuse to come under or accept of 
the compensation act while working for employers who have 
selected to come under the act, you workers who so refuse 
and at any time should you* desire to go Into court to secure 
damages for an accident, you will have to fight your em¬ 
ployer wljh all Ills defenses against you, namely, the as¬ 
sumption of tbe risk, the fellow servant rule and the rule 
of contributory negligence. 

Because of the existence of the workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion law yonr chances in court will be less than ever be¬ 
fore, based on the Idea that employer and employe should 
get together under the compensation law. 

It Is provided that no rontrart, .wle or regulation shall 
.serve to exempt the employer from the foregoing provisions 
of the law.

eases than any other judge Nec- 
I len, let it also be stated, has declared 
frequently that be considers it 
against hi« duty, that it is not h.» 
business as a judge, to say whether 
or not an ordinance passed by the 
common council i* “unreasonable.” 

Blenski a Handy Man. 

So lon(£ as th** stnokc offenders have 
a Blenski, they are safe m continuing 
to violate the law. if Blenski holds 
to his declaration of this week, that 
the ordinance is “unreasonable.” 

Also, it will he convenient for any 
law breaker who has violated a city 
ordinance to bring his case before 
Judge Btcnski That judge holds that 
he h*s a right to declare city ordi¬ 
nances “unreasonable.” 

Menomonee Stink Again. 

Now for another instance of the 
operations of “our judicial oligarchy,” 
our **people-he-damned judges.” 

For many years, the people living 
near the Menomonee valley have 
been at times sufferers from a stench 
created, by some of the rendering 
plants. 

“On a given day you can not tell
